Dorothy Dix'Describes a Model Husband—Can a 
Divorced Wife Win Her Husband Back ?—How 
Can a Girl Amuse Herself Without Dates? 


DEAR MISS DIX-—1I would like to know your idea of s model Bempand. 


Answer: 

Why, my dear Mrs, L. &. M,, “there 
ain't no such a animal” as a mode! hus- 
band, and if there were no woman 
would be able to abide one as a house- 
hold pet. Te would get on her nerves 
so that she would take the broom and 
chase him out of the front door. 


Fancy just an ordinary human woman 
e#ith a temper and a tongue and fussy litue 
ways and prejudices and disagreeable littl 
habita and a tendency to nagging and say- 
ing “I told you so” being married to a per- 
fect man who was always right, who never 
made mistakes, who was always serene and 
calm and superior! What a_ humiliating 
contrast he would be to her! What a living 
reproof he would be to her! What a shining 
example he would always be setting her! 
What a worm of the dust he would always 
make her feel! 


No woman's vanity could stand that, 
and it would be the divorce court for 
mevond husband. All of we, kmew. dosene ;

In a word, my model husband would be the head of his house not 
because he was arbitrary or tyrannical, but because his wisdom, his 
strength and his fitness for the job made him the natural ruler of it.

He would know that housework is dull and monotonous, that listening 
to crying babies and wrestling with obstreperous children all day is the most 
trying work on earth and something that no man has the constitution to 
stand. So he would let his wife see that he sympathized with her and that 
he thought that the angels and the martyrs had nothing on her. He would 
be lavish in his praises and appreciation and devise little treats and surprises

Alberta Indians 
Adapting Themselves 
to Civilization 


Canon Middleton Tells of 
Fine Results on Blood 
Reserve, Cardston 


Far from being a vanishing race, 
weakened by the forces which civiliza- 
tion has ht in its train, the In- 
dians of the Blood Reserve are adapt- 
ing modern civilization to their own 
needs, are increasing in number and 
are highly amenable to education and 
other phases of . Buch was 
the message given by Canon 8S. H 
Middleton of Cardston, for 22 years 
a worker among the Indians of the 
Blood Reserve and principal of St, 
Paul's Indian residential school, who 
addressed the board meeting of the 
W.A. of the Anglican church in Cal- 


ea wot | af oon.

Age of Romance 

Scoring the appaling ignorance of 
chureh people and others concerning 
the Indians and the work being done 
among them, the speaker gave a brief 
description of the history of these 
people, In the age of romance which 
he termed that of about 1,000 years 
|ago, the Blood Indians, who then 
|formed part of the Blackfoot, confed- 
leracy, had evolved a distinct type of 
| civilisation and had developed a cer- 
}tain ethical system. The Christian 
conception of the Ten Commandments 
had @ coun’ in their idea of the 
| five comm: ts. Theft was the 
first crime on the list of command- 
ments, the thief being compelled to 
give back the stolen goods by way of 
punishment. Treachery merited the 
punishment of being shot at sight. 
Adultery was punishable by mutilation 
of the body by degrees; for cowardice 
the men were made to do women's 
|work and wear women's clothing, 
while murder had for its punishment 
a life for a life. 

Age of Transition 


In the age of transition, that of giv- | 


ling up the jag 4 Indian manner of 
| living to meet e changes brought 
with the advent of the white man, 
\the Indian fell to his lowest level. The 
|government rationed meat, sugar, and 
jother necessities, but took away the 
'means of livelihood the Indians had 
jalways known, as countenanced the 
|taking of such means by the white 
|settlers. It was the church which 
joneered the movement to help the 
ndians, the government but slowly 
coming to realize its responsibility to 
these people. 

The present age, that which the 
speaker termed the age of progress, 
is bringing education and cultural ad- 
vantages, as well as material advan- 
|tages to these people which the Blood 
Indian has been quick to recognize 
|to be for his good. In 1929, when 
| Canon Middleton started his work at 
St. Paul's school, there were 33 pupils 
on the roll. Now the school num- 
bers 126 pupils and teaches up to 
university entrance. 

From an academic standpoint, St 
Paul's schoo!) will rank with any in 
the Dominion, and the boys and girls 
who attend it are just as amenable 
te teaching as are any other boy or 
|girl. Music is also being taught to 
these Blood Indians and last year 
|three girls passed the London College 


honors. %, too, are interested in 
|music and doing splendid work. 

The Indians have developed a fine 
philosophy in much of their thinking 
and it is the policy of the missionary 
now, & policy which the speaker has 
closely followed, to build on their 
philosophy-—not destroying it, but us- 
ing it to point to higher and finer 
| things.
